John  Surfus,  one  of  the  oldest  set- 
tlers of  Allen  County,  died  at  his  home 
in  Perry  Township,  March  31st.  He  was 
born  in  Warren  County,  Ohio,  October

years  5  months  and  24  days.  June  29th 
1842  Mr.  Surfus  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Elen  Delong.
